than 6,000 children, who during the Hummer vacation 
spent their leisure time in playgrounds, Boy Scout and 
Y. M. C. A. camps or in their own homes, will be forced 
to use the city ttreets in traveling to and from public 
anti parochial building}, thus Increasing the possibilities 
of accidents. 
For this reason operators of automobile* should exer­

Byrd’s Polar Flight 
Commander Byrd's flagship 
is 
under sail for the 
South Pole. 
The great Antarctic adventure has begun. 
The sailing away of the flagship marks the first action 
hi the arduous Journey to a faraway and mysterious 
land. 
The departure has Innumerable future possibilities. 
Restless expectation and elaborate anticipation have at 
last been put behind. 
The flagship will stop at New 
Zealand, but It now is definitely on Its way to unguessed 
events and discoveries. 
Things which distinguish the Byrd expedition from 
all others In the past are its magnitude and Its pur­ 
pose. 
The attention of exports and scientists have been 
lavished upon the preparations. 
The explorations will 
eost about one million dollars. Three vessels will carry 
the men and supplies until the last leg of the trip, -which 
will be made by the flagship alone. 
So far as it was 
humanly possible, it seems, each detail has been care­ 
fully considered, all campaigns for this raid upon Ice- 
guarded secrets having been studied. 
And It becomes an expedition the first aim of which 
Is neither the display of valor that all such expeditions 
reveal, nor the conquest of fame, but the acquisition 
of scientific knowledge.

entire 
continent about 
which men know virtually nothing waits to he explored. 
Whatever its motive, any expedition til which men de­ 
liberately pit their frail selves against overwhelming 
odds, give themselves up to suffering and possible death, 
Is brave enough to warm the heart and fire the imagina­ 
tion.

By Frederick J. H ask in ------------- 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 6 — Bureau of labor m an ­ 
tles bas what, in these days of expensive living, seems 
like a fairy story. It Is the story or how New York Oily 
factory workers combined to build a series cf apart­ 
ment houses so successfully that their rent is hut 111 
per room. 
Thus, one can rent an apartment of three 
rooms, kitchenette, and batli for 133. 
Where there are 
full sized kitchens, as In some of the apartments, they 
are counted as rooms hut a kitchenette is not counted 
ami a dining alcove counts a® only half a room. 
The bureau of labor statistics, a division of the depart­ 
ment of labor, has Investigated the project and has made 
a detailed report upon It. 
It is not a dream but an ac­ 
complished fact. 
Nor are these squalid tenement structures In a mean 
section of the city. 
The apartment buildings are sit­ 
uated at Van Cortlandt Bark and command a vi< w' not 
only of the waters of the city reservoir but of the Pali­ 
sades of tile Hudson, one of the mn«t picturesque views 
in the East. 
It ail came about by a process of evolution or accident 
In 1925 a group of nu tubers of the Amalgamated Cloth 
ing Workers Union banded together for the purpose of 
purchasing coal and ice cooperatively. This worked well 
and the srhcme for the more pretentious undertaking 
was launched. 
The corporation utilized In buying the 
coal and tee had a charter broad enough to authorize 
if to undertake the housing scheme. 
Each member put 
up a relatively email amount of capital and a plot of 
land was purchased for f.’!15,0ft0. 
The apartment build­ 
ings have been erected in series. 
The sixth section was 
opened to occupancy reefnfIv and work has begun on 
the seventh. 
The ground ownu] Is less than half oc­ 
cupied so far. 
The project Is located in the Bronx on Mnsholu Turk 
way and the land comprises two full city squares 
The average size of the living rooms is 12 by 17 feet, 
bedrooms 11 by 15 and kitchens 8 by 12. 
Each apart 
ment Is equipped with gas range, refrigerator, dumb­ 
waiter, shower hath and electricity. 
All floors are of 
hard wood. 
There is a central oil burning heating plant 
which can be converted to a coal burner In emergen­ 
cies, 
incinerators are provided for refuse disposal. 
There fs, to be sure, one trick In this fairy tale. 
In 
fact two. 
Every tenant must become a stockholder, tak­ 
ing out the equivalent of $500 of stock for each room 
of the apartment he desires to occupy. 
All this need 
not he paid at once, however, and it is an Investment. 
The second trick Is that the prospective tenant must 
he a member of a labor union. 
He need not be a mem­ 
ber of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers Union, but 
he must hold some sort of a union card.

RENO, Nev., Sept, 5. 
To stop talk, 
I’m not here for what one might think. 
This Nee ada metropolis nestles among 
the foothills of the eastern slope of 
the Sierra Nevada range, and is the 
only city I ever saw with a river run­ 
ning through its center like a silvery 
thread. 
The river is the True kee, spanned 
by graceful bridges with its hanks and 
island in the center nicely parked. 
The residential section has broad tree- 
lined stre ets with homes set well back 
from the roadway. It is a city of more 
than 16,000 with, a metropolitan dash. 
They say the state is "wide open" 
and that Mr. Volstead’s mucilage man­ 
ifesto is regarded lightly. 
This, how­ 
ever, is Just hearsay. One cannot find 
out such things in a day. 
The chief 
impressions are of hospitality and 
zipping enthusiasm that distinguish 
the west.
